CLAIMS 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shearer 
etal. (US 2004/0203351 A1). - 

Regarding claim 1 , Shearer shows a two-purpose wireless (170) hand-free earphone 
set (110) comprising: 
A transceiver (170); 
A mobile phone (200); 

A hand-free earphone for wearing on one ear (112, 110) for voice-frequency signals; 
A speaker seat (100) for mounting in a car (col. 4, last two lines) to hold the earphone 
(110); 

The voice signals being switched to the seat (100) when the earphone (110) is held in 
the seat (100); 

The user can talk without wearing the earphone (110) (fig. 1 ). 
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Regarding claims 2-4, Shearer shows: 

The earphone (110) includes a male terminal (i.e. for recharging), and the seat (100) is 

provided with a recess having a female terminal (i.e. for recharging); 

The seat (100) having a switch (i.e. 102, 104) for detecting the position of the earphone 



(110) and switching the voice signal to the seat (100).
